13. (Currently amended) A method for reducing susceptibility to, 
severity or duration of bruising comprising applying a topical 
composition comprising a soy extract, an exfoliation - promoting 
compound a component selected from the group consisting of 
glycolic acid, lactic acid, and 3, 6, 9 - trioxaundccancdioic acid, 
a-n-d mixtures thereof in an amount from i £ wt% to about 10 wt%, 
and a vehicle to a particular affected area of the skin once or 
twice daily for 12 weeks or more.
